~ Some facts are evident. The United 
States has undertaken to build its de- 
fénse establishment atop the civilian 
economy. In other words, instead of 
rationing materials, using the plants at 
hand by converting them from civilian 
to military production, we have fol- 
lowed a policy of building new plants 
and of increasing production to meet de- 
tqnse requirements. 


' The logic behind this was a realiza- 
tion that the crisis with communism 
might last for many years and that it 
would be difficult to deny the people 
their civilian production for a prolonged 
period. Such a process of rearmament 
was bound to be lengthy. The entire 
military output was to be based on ap- 
proximately 20 per cent of our total pro- 
daction might, all of this to be attained 
int time through increased capacities 
rather than a reduction in civilian 
output. 


_ That accounts in the most paxt for 
the delays. Whether the policy is wise 
or not, the future will have to decide. 
Certainly we have taken a chance. So 
far, there have been plenty of automo- 
biles and refrigerators, no curtailment 
of civilian employment and few com- 
plaints of shortages. The income level 
has remained high. More people are at 
werk than ever before. 


Some of the criticism of Air Force 
procurement of aircraft undoubetly 
is justified. The immense complexity of 
aircraft production partly explains this. 
The rapid changes in design which result’ 
in one type becoming outmoded before it 
comes off the assembly line explain 
some of the indecision. 


Much of the trouble with .the Air 


Force dates to the pre-Korean days 
when appropriations were so cut that 
the Air Force could scarcely maintain 
the aircraft on hand, much less spend 
money on experimentation and in pro- 
duction of new types. Aircraft produc- 
tion facilities had so deteriorated that 
types approved at the time the Korean 
War began are just now coming off the 
lines. 


It might be that a production “czar” 
to iron the kinks out of the aircraft pro- 
curement program would speed things 
up. Certainly they can stand speeding 
up. If there is inefficiency in the top 
commands of the Air Force itself, as the 
Senate armed services preparedness 
subcommittee report would imply, there 
should be some reshuffling. 


We cannot take any further chances 
in delaying our air defenses. Whether 
or not we survive as a nation depends 
upon meeting the need. It would be 
better if the civilian population got 
along with fewer gadgets for a while if 
that is the price of survival. 


One thing is obvious. World condi- 
tions make it imperative that we get at 
the causes of the defense production lag 
and eliminate them.

To William M. Lester 


In recent history, few citizens of 
Georgia have served the state better 
than has William M. Lester, whose res- 
ignation as deputy revenue commis- 
sioner was announced Thursday. Mr. 
Lester accompanied his resignation with 
the announcement that he wished to re- 
turn to the private practice of law in 
his home town, Augusta. He certainly 
has earned that privilege. 


Georgians owe to him more than to 
any other man the revision of the state’s 
antiquated tax structure, which, for the 
first time in history, is producing the 
revenue needed to provide the necessary 
state services. . 

Above politics as such, Mr. Lester 
accepted the task of directing the: State 
Tax Revision Commission four years 
before the revision was accepted and 
completed. 

During that four- years, working in 
conjunction with hundreds of civic- 
minded Georgians, he gathered his data, 
collated his proposals, patiently adjusted 
his amendments, and weeded out the 
bad. He spoke to civic groups, gather- 
ings of businessmen, farmers; school- 
teachers, lawyers, newspapermen, and 
professional people. He proved to them 
that Georgia was suffering because of 


/ 


an inadequate and obsolete tax structure. - 


He persuaded the legislature and the 
governor to accept revision. Because 


. 


he did, we all will be forever in his 
debt. 

After this job was done, Mr. Lester 
undertook to assist in setting up ma- 
chinery to administer the new tax laws. 
He met the problems and helped to solve 
them. He found weaknesses that still 


needed correcting. 


As a result, for the first time in his- 
tory, Georgia can see on the horizon 
those adequate schools and roads and 
the welfare services it has so long neg- 
lected and needed so badly. 

We want to thank Mr. Lester pub- 
licly and sincerely for a job well done 
for Georgia. We are sure that the great 
majority of his fellow citizens join us

A Talented Atlantan 
Dies in Hollywoéd 


A talented son of Atlanta and of 
Georgia died Thursday in Hollywood at 
the age of 51. He was Lamar Trotti, 
outstanding as a motion picture writer 
and producer, winner of an Academy 
Award, the genius behind Georgia’s own 
film, “I'd Climb the Highest Mountain.” 


Lamar Trotti had been a part of Hol- 
lywood and the movie world for almost 
a quarter of a century, from 1925 when 
he became the assistant of Will Hays, 
popularly known then as Hollywood’s 
chief censor. 

‘The Atlantan was then only four 
years out of college, the University of 
Georgia, where he was the first to grad- 
uate from the new Henry Grady School 
of Journalism.

The tragedy of his death at middle 
age is intensified by the circumstances 
to which his failing health had been at- 
tributed—the loss of his son in an auto- 
mobile wreck two years ago. In mem- 
ory of the son, Mr. Trotti had estab-

Lamar Trotti’s film successes were 
many. In Hollywood and in Atlanta, 
wherever he went, his friends were 
legion.

Bad News Comes 


To Ike’s Camp 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
has been getting some bad news lately on 
the progress of his campaign. Several of 
his important sources of support have com- 

plained that he is slip- 
ping. A note of defeat- 
ism is beginning to be 
heard in the ranks of 
some of his most enthusi- 
astic backers. 

What is interesting 
about it all is that it 
comes only a month and 
a half after the Repub- 
lican nominating .conven- 
tion and before tHe presi- 

o_o dential campaign has ac- 
tually gotten under way. Labor Day is set 
down as the traditional date for starting 
the election campaign. 

In a lengthy editorial the other day, the 
Scripps-Howard chain of newspapers, which 
came out for Eisenhower in the preconven- 
tion campaign, made a critical analysis of 
the way his campaign effort has been shap- 
ing up. Based on an exchange of corre- 
spondence with men who work for 19 of its 
newspapers, it said the situation could be 
summed up in a single sentence: ‘‘Ike is 
running like a dry creek.”’ 

About the same tinte, the Wall Street 
Journal, another source of journalistic sup- 
port, carried a survey of political develop- 
ments in which it was recited: ‘‘Candidate 
Eisenhower is getting disturbing reports 
from some of his campaign aides. They’re 
telling him that as of now he’s trailing Adlai 
Stevenson.’ 

Since then also, David Lawrence, the syn- 
dicated columnist and editor of the United 
States News & World Report, who has 
leaned heavily toward the Eisenhower can- 
didacy, has come up with the following con- 
clusion after comparing notes on the presi- 
dential campaign with experts in the field 
of election statistics:*‘‘That, based on the 
strategy since the conventions, the defeat of 
Eisenhower is a strong possibility.”’ 

The feeling of pessimism thus reflected 
among some of General Ike’s leading sup- 
porters is in sharp contrast with the high 
state of optimism that prevailed in his camp 
at the time he won the party nomination at 
Chicago in July after a bitter struggle with 
Sen. Robert A. Taft. Then his followers 
held an abiding confidence in his ability to 
win the election. 

Another piece of discouraging news to 
the Eisenhower headquarters was the an- 
nouncement of Col. Robert R. McCormick, 
editor and publisher of the Chicago Tribune, 
which has been a pillar of Republican sup- 
port in the Middle West, that he will not 
support the GOP candidate. He has put a 
curse on both of the major party tickets. 
The effect of this will be more beneficial to 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, than to his opponents. 

With the campaign yet to get under full 
steam, it is too early, of course, to say what 
the meaning of these unfavorable Eisen- 
hower developments may be.

Birmingham 
sources, by :he by, indicate that, while quite popular in his own home 
town, there is no indication whatsoever that Walker would be hired 
to replace Red Mathis. 

“We tried a home town manager this year,” said one of the 
veteran Birmingham historians. ‘‘He was as nice a guy as you 
could meet, kind to his mother and to all sports writers. Far as i 
know he never had one ejected from the: clubhouse. 

“But it didn't work. I don’t believe Eddie Glennon will make the 
same mistake, and as much as I like Dixie Walker, I hope he isn’t 
hired to manage Birmingham.

A club operator is the man who must be satisfied, especially 
when it’s his money on the line. Mann is a business man trying 
to pay off a huge mortgage that will give him ownership of the 
club. He has all license in the world to be concefned. Waiker 
has committed one gross error of omission. He has not con erred 
regularly and with apparent great interest with his employer 
on the state of his team and what to do about it. 


Mann has done about all the player rustling he could do, and for 
{ke most part, he has been on his own. Only when they sent him 
Jim Basso—\when Pete Whisenant had been promised—have the 
associated Boston Braves actually gone out of its way to assist him. 
He's been walking alone in many ways. 

The Crackers themselves are puzzled by their erratic performance. 
“We're awful tired,’’ one said the other day. ‘‘The heat has killed us.”’ 

But each team plays 154 games and the temperature has been 
generally brutal all over the south. Everybody's looking for answers. 
Mann's got to have one, and Walker appears to be it.

The publicity men, instead of feeling like Perle Mesta being 
snooted at one of her own parties, take a philosophical view of this.

‘‘Dream Boat,’’ however, brought a surprising kind of reaction.

Slim Hips 
Are Must 


For Fashion

One brush with ‘fall fashion 
and you can see that full hips 
are de trop this season.

Here’s the formula for stream- 
lining hips: For eight hours of 
sedentary work allow eight min- 
utes of active calisthenics and 
substract the excess calories that 
upholster hips. In case you need 
to take off. pounds as well as hip 
inches, cut calories to 1,000 or 
1,200 a day. 

Lying on back on floor, roll 
over to the thighline, then slowly 
roll back across the hips to the 
other thighline. Roll 25 counts 
slowly and heavily against the 
hard floor. 

Follow by a brisk exercise to 
stimulate circulation. Try the 
side bicycle. 

Position: Lying on side on floor, 
legs straight down, palm of one 
hand braced on floor for support, 
head resting on folded arm. 

Movement: With a brisk mo- 
tion, bring alternate knees to- 
ward chest, and, shoot straight 
down again, working the knees 
like a piston. Continue rhyth- 
mically for 12 counts, change 
sides, and continue cycling. Later 
work up to 20 counts on each side, 

Now on your feet . .. swing 
into action. 

Position: Standing, holding on 
to wall or chair back for balance, 

Movement: Swing leg rhythmi- 
cally and freely forward, then 
backwards. Get up momentum 
so the swing will be past a 45- 
degree angle. The kineisiology 
rule is that the big muscle 
padding the backsides of the hips, 
is not brought into action until 
the hip is raised past a 45-degree 
angle. So swing! Continue ‘18 
counts, change sides and swing 
again. 

For a smooth finish, roll again, 
repeating the first exercise.

With Labor Day Picnic 


Let's give the chiggers and ants one last feed before closing 
the season. You'll need to Jaunder those picnic blankets before 
replacing them on the spare room bed anyway. 

Besides, there's little time left for outdoor family fun afier 
Junior and Sis get off to school, Saturdays become busy with sports 
activities and the neighbors bring their children back from the 
mountains and beach to add to your immediate household. 


There seems to be two basic re- 
quirements for picnic food. 1. It 
must be easy to eat. 2. There 
must be an inexhaustible supply. 

The first takes time and the 
second money—unless you're a 
clever homemaker who is able 
to cut both corners. 

Taking a tip from the once 
annual family  reunion—often 

held on Labor Day because the 
Fourth of July heat was muggy 
enough without the kissing of 
countless relatives — it seemed 
that city aunts, who didn’t raise 
frying chickens, donated meat 
loaf to the pot luck table. 

Here’s a recipe that’s very in- 
expensive—made with non-fat 
dry milk that now sells in a glass 
jar. 

MEAT LOAF 

1 pound ground lean beef 

1, cup uncooked rolled oats 

4 cup finely cut onion 

1 cup tomato sauce 

3 cup non-fat dry milk; mixed 
as container directs 
teaspoons Salt 
teaspoon pepper 

1. Turn oven to 350 degrees F. 
and allow to pre-heat. 2. Mix 
together all ingredients. 3 Press 
meat mixture into a greased loaf 
pan holding about six cups. 
4. Bake on center rack of oven 

‘one hour or until top is brown. 
Allow to cool and wrap in alumi- 
mum foil or heavy waxed paper 
before packing in picnic hamper. 

Pack salads for the picnic 
lunch into individual paper cups. 
Take cole slaw or cottage cheese. 
If you take cottage cheese bring 
along tomatoes or fresh fruit to 

add just before serving. 

What’s for dessert on this last 
picnic? Let’s pull a fast one’ on 
the children and make enough 
cookies so that a few may be 
kept at home for after-school 
snacks or lunch boxes. 

Here’s an easy-to-make cookie 
that’s crunchy and yet holds up 
well when packed.
